DEMOCRATS FIGHT 
DEBT AGREEMENI 
MADE WITH ITALY 


Melee of Monday Indi- 
cates That Majority of 
Democrats Will Vote 
Against Ratification. 


MUSSOLINI HIT 
BY PARTY LEADER 


Robinson Declares Sub- 
ject Should Be Investi- 
gated More Thoroughly 
Before Vote Is Taken.

Washington, March 29.—The oppo- 
sition to the Italian debt settlement 
warmed up to its work Monday, and 
the cross-fire of debate indicated 
strongly that the administration will 
not secure ratification so easily as 
was first thought. 

Democrats failed several weeks ago 
in their efforts to unite in opposing 
the settlement, but it appeared after 
the melee Monday that a majority of 
them will vote against it. They were 
given their cue by their floor leader, 
Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, who 
has led a number of his colleagues 
on at least two major questions to 
join with republicans. 

He pointed the other way Monday, 
opening the fight against the settle- 
ment made with Italy, attacking Mus- 
solini, and advising that the subject 
shoyld be investigated more thorough- 
ly. The senate, he said, knows noth- 


ing about the Italian pact. 

The major points of his attack were 
carried on by Senator Reed, Missouri 
demof%at, who not only demanded 
further investigation, but presented a 
resolution authorizing the foreign re- 
lations committee to make an inten- 
sive study of all foreign debts, which 
would include the ability of every 
European nation to pay its debt, what 
private loans had been made by 
American bankers and upon what 
terms, and what propaganda organiza- 
tions are working in this country to 
influence publie opinion. 

Reed Seeks Action. 
seed demanded immediate adoption 


of Utah, chairman of the finance com- 
mitteé, objected and it went over un- 
der the rules. 

The Missouri senator spared no 
words in his attack on Mussolini, 
using all his well-known powers of 
sarcasm and invective. It is evident 
that “the premier of Italy will hear 
little good of himself in reports that 
come from this side of the water in 
the next few davs. 

“The peace of Europe is menaced 
every hour by this Italian dictator and 
the armed mob supporting him,” Reed 
declared, 

“The statements of this man Mus- 
solinit who has overthrown his own 
government and refuses to recognize 
any political party except that of the 
Italian Ku Klux Klan has a sinister 
meaning. To such a man we are 
asked to repudiate the Italian debt. 
The Italian settlement is a practical 
repudiation of three-fourths of the 
debt and bears no similarity to the 
British settlement.” 

“I want the facts, not the conclu- 
sions, of our debt-funding commission. 
No human being can look into the fu- 
ture 62 years and tell what the ea- 
pacity of Italy or any other country 
to pay her debts will be.” 

This same phase was stressed by 
Robinson, who said the capacity to 
pay theory upon which the Italian 
agreement was founded was a false 
standard and impossible of ascertain- 
ment when made a basis for 62-year 
payments.

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SENTENCE OF LIFE 


Wrightsville, Ga., March 290.—J. J. 
Tanner, tried here last week for mur- 
der in the death February 17, 1925, of 


G. A. Tarbutton, prominent farmer 
and banker, was found guilty of mur- 
der with recommendation of mercy by 
the jury early Monday and was sen- 
tenced to life in prison. 

The case was given to the jury at 
midnight Saturday, but the jurors did 
not deliberate on Sunday. The ver- 
dict was reached soon after deli vcra- 
tion began Monday. 

This was Tanner's second trial, the 
same verdict having been reached be- 
fore. 

Attorneys for Tanner filed a motion 
for a new trial immediately sentence 
was pronounced and Judge Karl Camp 
set May 15 as the date for the hear- 
ing. ‘Tanner was put.back in jail 
here. Lie reeeived the sentence calm- 
ly and without comment. 

Tanner was an overseer for Charles 
G. Rawlings, prominent Sandersville 
business man who was a partner af 
Tarbutton in extensive farm and busi- 
ness enterprises, Rawlings is now 
under life sentence in connection with 
the killing. At the time Tarbutton 
was shot dead, he, with Tanner and 
Rawlings, was out inspecting land 
near. Ringiaw Bluff in Johnson coun- 
ty, for bauxite deposits. 

The three were proceeding along 
a field path down a hill, Tarbutton 
followed by Tanner and 
Rawlings. The top of Tarbutton‘s 
head was practically shot off. 

The defense in both the Tanner 
and Rawlings trials contended that 
Tanner stumbled and fired the gun 
accidentally, while the prosecution 
‘claims that Tanner was the agent of 
Rawlings in a plot to get rid of Tar- 
button and collect large sums of in- 
surance on Tanner's life which was 
carried to protect the Tarbutton-

Cox, of Second District. 


Washington, March 29.—(Special.) 
Superior court judges of Georgia op- 
pose with :e accord suggested modi- 
fieat‘on of th prohibition law, hold- 
ing that the law has not been a fail- 
ur, most of them asserting that drink- 
ing has decreased, taking sharp issue 
wi. Governor M. B. Wellborn, of the 
Atlanta Feler | reserve bank, who de- 
cared receitly that drinking was al- 
most universal in Atlanta, other towns 
of the state, and throughout the south. 

The opinion of the superior court 


resentative Cox, of Camilla, who wired 
for their views, stating in his telegram 
that he intended to publish their re- 
ples. 

This is the message sent by Repre- 
sentative Cox to the judges: 

“Clamor for modification of nation- 
al law has become liveliest question of 
the day. Proponents of modification 
oO. repeal insist that law is a com- 
plete failure, and that it has increased 
crime throughout the country, includ- 
in: Georgia. Will you not write giv- 
irg me your views up. : effect of law 
ns reflected by business tried in your 
courts, Will want to make public your 
answer, 

Decrease in Crime. 
With a few exceptions, the judges

Crime Traceab'e to Liquor. 

Judge F. A. Irwin of the Talla- 
poosa circuit, Cedartown, touches on 
the Atlanta situation as follows: 

“IT have been acquainted with At- 
lanta when it had barrooms, when 
they sold light wraes and heer, and 
there is no comparison since pro- 
hibition and when they sold either 
whiskies or light wines.” 

Judge Irwin, however, admits of 
the general situation in the state that 
“vou can find liquor in the clubs and 
hack alleys,” and another excerpt 
from his letter is significant: 

“Ninety per ceat of the crime not 
growing out of violation of the pro- 
hibition law is traceable to the use 
of liquor.” 

Excerpts from other letters which 
paint a picture that is not as bright 
as that in the majority of the letters 
follow: x 

Judge Harry D. Reed, Waycross 
circuit, Waycross: 

“There are of course more cases 
and reports arising directly out of 
prohibitign laws, prosecution for their 
violation, tham there were for viola- 
tions of license laws, or prosecution 
for the illegal manufacture or sale of 
liquor when liquor could be legally 
bought. 3 

“Little special effort is made in 
most of our counties to cope with 
the traffic. The state leaves the en- 
forcement of the law to the counties 
and the counties usually provide no 
special prohibition machinery.” 


Law Violations on Increase. 


Judge John B. Hutcheson, Stone 
Mountain circuit, Jonesboro: 
is true that the violation of 
is on the increase. Not the 
prohibition laws alone, but all laws, 
and while there are more cases of 
violation of the liquor laws than all 
others, there are certain causes that 
bring this about, to-wit: idleness, ex- 
travagance and pleasure-mad people. 
“Tt should also be remembered that 
while there are more cases for the 
violation of the liquor laws and 
crimes committed by those who are 
more or less under the influence of 
liquor than all other violations, the 
enactment of the prohibition law has 
placed upon the statutes a large num- 
ber of “hou shalt nots’ that were not 
against the law before the penalizing 
of certain acts relating to liquor.” 
These two judges, however, are op- 
posed to modification or repeal of the 
law, and hold that it has not been 
a failure. 


cuit, Louisville, says:
